Large School Unit Approved 
By G. Fred McNally— 

Annual per pupil cost of education 
in Alberta has been reduced since e:- 
tablishment of the larger school unit 
system, it was announced by Dr. G. 
Fred McNally, Deputy Minister of Ed- 
ucation, this week. Declaring the de- 
partment is well satisfied with results 
he added that “In the main, the ad- 
vantages far outweigh the disadvant- 
ages, The divisional system has _ in- 
creased very greatly the opportunities 
of rural children. At the same time it 
has given the people of the province 
a larger return on their ‘educational 
dollar.” He believed that over a period

Destruction by fire during recent 
raids on London of the room in which 
the Young Men's hristian Association 
was started, just under 100 years ago, 
and from where it expanded into a 
world wide organization operating in 
65 countries and numbering 10,380 in- 
dividual associations and _ 1,900,000 
men and boy members, is announced in 
a cable received from England. 

This new damage to Y. M. C. A. pro- 
perty in England follows the destruc- 
tion by a land mine of Tottenham 
Court, Londons large Central “Y" and 
successor to the first Association 
building, 

An exact replica of the birthplace 
of the Association is housed in the Y. 
M. C. A.’s George Williams in Chicaro. 
According to a statement made by a 
London official of the organization the 
Chicago model will be used for recon. 
struction of the London relic following 
the close of hostilities, 

It was in this “upper rom” of the 
building of a firm of drapers in St. 
Paul’s Churchyard, Messrs Hitchcock 
and Rogers, that the Young Men's 
Christian Association was founded, on 
June 6th, 1844, by George Williams, a 
young clerk, who hailed from Somer- 
oct. 

This Association of young Christian 
men was soon found establishing  it- 
self throughout Britain and in France, 
Switzerland, Germany and Australia. 
In 1851, the pioneer association in 
America was established in Montreal 
and in June, 1854, the first annual con- 
vention of the Y. M. C, A.’s of the Un- 
ited States and British Provinces was 
held at Buffalo, N. Y. There were 28 
delegates from 16 associations. 

From these small beginnings the 
work ii North Americca grew rapidly 
to a great movement which in 1939 re- 
ported 1,964 associations with 1,370,- 
930 mrembers and 4,001 employed of- 

ficers. Associaions of the United 
States and Canada, through their 
world service program, helped to es- 
tablish and develop the movement in

My dear Mr Lambert— 

As National Commissioner of your 
Canadian Red Cross Society, I should 
like to take this opportunity of again 
thanking you for your splendid duna- 
tion for the purchase of an ambulance 
for use in Great Britain. 

The response to the appeal made ou 
behalf of the British Red Cross for 
ambulances has resulted, through such 
generosity as yours, in our sending 
over a total to date of one hundred 
and fifty units to England and a furth- 
er ten are now in process of manufac- 
ture. In addition, we have at the re- 
quest of the British authorities, handed 
over twenty-seven units for use by the 
British Commonwealth Air-Training 
Scheme throughout Canada. 

My purpose in writing you at this 
monrent is also to advise you that we 
still have a considerable number of 
units to purchase, including yours, and 
to point out the reason why hese am- 
bulances have not been purchased anil 
despatched before this time. 

Before the bad weather set in, all 
our units with the exception of the 
ten now being assembled, reached Eng- 
land safely, and, according to cabled 
information, this number is all that is 
required there for the present, There- 
fore, our Executive felt that it would 
not be wise to purchase further units 
until such time as we ascertain where 
these would be used, as you can read- 
ily understand that if the war scenes 
change and shift to the near East, a 
different ype of chassis would be 1- 
quired from that which we are now 
sending to England. We have already 
had some examples of the uncertain- 
ties of this war, and though there is a 
lull in the demands for ambulances 
just now we do not know how long it 
will last. Therefore, you can be assur- 
red that the Red Cross is standing by 
with your money awaiting instructions 
from the Homeland, and are ready to 
act quickly when the time comes to 
purchase additional units. 

We trust that this action on our part 
will meet with your entire approval.

SIX MILLION TROUSERS 
For Britain’s Armies in the Spring 


Enough cloth to stretch from York 
shire to New York, back to Yorkshire, 
and out to New York again, is being 
woven for Britain's armies in th 
spring. 

It will be made into 5,000,000 
es and 6,000,000 pairs of trousers. 
More trousers are needed because they 
wear out more quickly. Already the 
tailoring trade of Great Britain has 
turned out 12,500,000 blouses and 1), 
500,000 trousers, but the new effori i 
the largest single order given sinc: 
the war began, and it is only an instal- 
ment of what will be eventually re 
quired. 

Some 10,000 people are now employ- 
ed in preparing, spinning, and weaving 
the 16,000,000 yards of serge alone. Al- 
most the same length of lining will 
algo be needed by the 250 clothing con 
tractors in England, Wales, Scotland 
and Northern Ireland who are turning 
the material into complete battle 
dress. 

While these contracts, and a furth 
er order for 1,500,000 more Army 
greatcoats in the heavy cloth specially 
produced in Yorkshire, do put a cer 
tain strain upon the heavy sections oj 
the woollen trade, there remains am 
ple plant and personnel for the more 
usua) cloths in demand overseas. 

The contracts represent only six 
per cent of Britain’s output of woollen 
and the normal needs at home are now 
strictly controlled. A constant supply 
of raw wool continues to reach Great 
sritain and, as for exports a = cross- 
section inquiry of the industry has 
just been completed showing that 
sinkings amount to no more than one 
20th of one per cent.

First 
lime I’ve seen peanut buutter since | 
left home and the salted peanuts that 
We get here are green and tough. It is 
even getting difficult to buy candies 
or chocolate bars here. Those date 
candies are ‘but won't be for long) 
great. I've got the box on the table be- 
side me now and spear one in between 
sentences and other fellows fingers. 
Good old Glendale Creamery _ butter. 
Did you ever use margarine? If you 
did, you'll know how we appreciate 
good Canadian butter. We're going to 
have a grand teed in my room tonight, 
just before lights out (10,15). One 
the other boys got some coffee and 
sugar. So with all the good things we 
have received; along with some bread 
borrowed from the kitchen; we'll real- 
ly have a grand feed. Sure wish all 
you folks could see how we really en- 
joy and appreciate the boxes you send 
to us. 

We've moved into our winter quar- 
ters and they are sure great after ab- 
out two months in tents. The air is so 
damp here that we couldn't keep 
Warm and our blankets always seemed 
to be damp, The old house we're in is 
supposed to be over 200 years old and 
I believe that’s right. Never saw so 
many stairways and doors in one house 
before. There are 22 rooms. There is 
three of us in our room (N.C.O.'s are 
privileged characters). Well since | 
wrote that last sentence I've had the 
living daylights scared out of me, The 
old son-of-a-gun just let six eggs drop 


and none of them were over 250 yards 
from us, Didn't hurt any of our gang 
but it is too soon after, 9 or 10 min- 


utes, to know if there were any cas- 
ualties. It’s a bright moonlight night 
with a ground fog. He couldn't see, 50 
just let them ramble anywhere, That 
is the first time he’s bothered us for 
a week, Was hoping he had forgotten 
where we were, 

Well, to carry on about our happy 
home or is it? We've got single beds 
with springs and | borrowed a mat- 
tress, so what more do we need or 
want. We fixed up the lights, water, 
gas and plumbing when we first mov- 
ed in; so we could be worse off. We've 
got a 100 watt light, a gas radiant and 
last but not least, we bought a radio, 
Boy do | wish I was home, We will be 
one of these days— I hope. 

We manage to keep quite busy at 
our mechanical work, so the time goes 
very quickly. Being a technical unit 
we do not do parade ground drill, tor 
which I am very thankful. We're all 
mechanics, machinists, _ electricians, 
welders, blacksmiths or opticians. 

Well 1 guess this is enough about 
myself and what we do in our spare 
time.

In an article reprinted by the Cal 
gary Herald from the Toronto Satur- 
day Night, we quote the following par- 
agraphbs: 

They are strong statements of a con- 
dition that cannot exist i a democracy 
where justice and humaitarian consid- 
eration for every one, in all walks of 
life should prevail. 

The war will not have been fought 
in vain, if not only in England,-—but 
throughout the world in general, 
shall arise, Phonix-like, a condition 
that will give to all men an ‘equitable 
distribution of necessities, and cultural 
benefits. 

“Pre-war England was overlaid with 
too many “classes”; the rich, the 
wealthy, the wel-to-do, the upper mid- 
dile-class, the lower middle class, while 
below these swarmed the lower clas- 
ses in their millions, conducting a 
ceaseless campaign for the mere neces- 
sities of life, often indeed confronting 
the brink of destitution. 0 f a popula- 
tion in Britain of som- forty-five mil- 
lions, thirty-eight millions could  al- 
ways be classified as “the lower wor- 
king class.” Perhaps some wivid appre- 
ciation of whot this classification real- 
ly meant in the struggle for existence 
can be conveyed by stating the simple 
truth that one week’s loss of employ- 
ment meant for any family the very 
verge of want and even destitution. 
That such a stave of things could pre- 
vail in the richest Empire mankind has 
ever known is in itself conclusive 
proof of the barren statesmanship 
which tolerated it. 

Social distinctions had become ab- 
normally emphasized, and he struggle 
for honors, peerages, baronetcies, 
knighthoods had developed into a rac- 
ket, in which the highest “honors” 
went to the highest bidders. 

Besides an economic system human- 
ized and directed to the purpose of hu- 
man well being, I long also to see an 
England released from an educational 
system that has existed for centuries 
specifically to serve the needs, o/tn 
superficial, of a small exclusive ‘‘up- 
per” class. This system should be 


‘| swept away and replaced by educac- 


tional servicces altogether more dem- 
ocratic and calculated to fashion stud- 
ents for the worthwhile business of
